THE RUSSO-KOREAN TREATY. 

“The Yokohama papers received yester- 
day by the AMnzaleh contain long and 
numerous references to the’ Russo-Korean 
Treaty, but uo definite statement as tu 
its birth and natire. The impression which 
prevails in Japin seems w be,: however, 
that the basis of @ho treaty . was dis- 
eussed und arranged not at Viadivestock, 
as stated in uw Tientein correspondent’a 
lotter, published on the 27th of last month, 
but af. Tokio, during the recent visit of 
Herr von Moélladorff, Whether this im- 
pression be cartect or not, it is impossible 
to say at present, but there hardly svemsso, 
much probabilily in this story 35 in the one 
from Tientsin. If it ba correct, then Herr 
von Méllendori is oven more implicated in 
the traitorous proceedings against Korea 
than was at fint surmised In an article 
headed ¢ The Koraan Lamb confided to the
